The Wiilko.ii Mission. 

However hurhiliating it may bo to 
British Columbia, it would bo more af- 
fectation to pretend that the mission 
of our smart little Promior pro- 
mises any possiblo good results. 
Indeed, the wondor is that there were 
• to be found in the country any intelli- 
gent porsons who ovor supposed that 
it would. Even in better bands and 
with the best of management, it was 
under all the circumstances, a "for- 
lorn hope." But it could hardly have 
8 fallen into worse hands or been worse 
managed. The missionary, instead 
of. making his way as directly as possi- 
ble to the "foot of the Throne," hung 
around Ottawa for three mortal weeks 
dining and dallying with the very man 
against whose alleged injustice he had 
appealed to tho Queen. If Mr. Mac- 
kenzie woro a good man, that was bad 
- policy: If be were a bad" man, it was 
still worse. In any case it afforded 
the Canadian Premier the amplest op- 
portunity to arrange matters at the 
Colonial Office for the missionary's ar- 
rival, if, indood, such were necessary. 
Why did the missionary linger so long 
at Ottawa? And what did bo do or 
try to do there ? The Tory organs as- 
sert that he was kept there by vague 
intimations that there might bo no oc- 
casion to go farther. If that be true it 
certainly does not mako the case i of 
British Columbia any better. But 
these statements have received semi- 
official denial. It is authoritively as- 
serted that "Mr. Walkem was never 
invited to remain, or led to expect for 
a moment that any further proposal of 
any kind would be made to him by the 
Dominion Government. On tho con- 
trary, ho was distinctly informed that 
tho Government had no further pro- 
posals to make, although they would 
ba quite ready to consider any propos- 
als the British Columbia Government 
might desire to submit." It must be 
perfectly clear that to remain at Otta- 
wa for three weeks under these circum- 
stances, unless to submit proposals 
to the Dominion Government, was 
extremely impolitic. If, as was offi- 
cially given out hero, his mission was 
to London to seek Imperial interven- 
tion and tho fulfilment of the original 
Terms, his conduct seems inexplicably 
inconsistent. If it was to Ottawa to' 
seek "Relaxation," his mission has 
aiready definitely failed: In any case 
the mission has been a fraud and; a 
failure. Practical fruit it will bear: 
A pleasant trirj and a little question- 
able notoriety to tho missionary, at 
the expense of Columbia. It will be 
fortunate for the Province if that lis 
all. Referring to the missionary's de- 
parture from Ottawa, tho "Nation," 
certainly not friendly to tho Macken- 
zie Administration, places on record 
the following unbiased opinion, which 
there is too much reason for believing, 
is in tho main correct: — 

"Mr. Walkem, the British Colum- 
bian Premier, after staying at Ottawa 
long enough to have settled bis busi- 
ness, if a mutual disposition to agree 
had existed, has gone to England, with 
a petition in his pocket, which he has 
taken care to air in tho newspapers, in- 
voking the intervention and favourable 
consideration of tho Imperial Govern- 
ment. In his petition he makes it a 
grievanco that the Ottawa Government 
does not think fit to commence the 
construction on a part of the Pacilic 
Railway — between Esquimalt and Na- 
naimo — which forms no part of thb 
Union arrangement, unless British 
Columbia will agree to give some equiv r 
•lent in the extension of the time for 
finishing tho road. This, as far as we 
can mako out, aftor reading through 
three columns of printed matter, is th6 
chief grievance Mr. Walkom has t< 
complain of; and he has certainly qho 
sen a very untenable ground on whicl 
to appeal to tho Imperial Government 
The Canadian Government, there can 
not be a question, was distinctively in 
tho right in refusing to accede to this 
demand without exacting conditions. 
It would be useless to anticipate the ro-| 
ply of the Imperial Government to this: 
application; but a reference to it would' 
Heem to require the authority of both 
disputants to enable its activo mediat- 
or. A one-sided reforenco, told in a 
one-sided way, cannot, itseoms to us, 
bo outertainod."

Royal Visitors to tuolsio of Wight. 

The visit of the Crown Princo 1 and 
Princess of Germany to tho Isle' of 
Wight will probably causo a rush of . 
visitors thithor, more especially as tho . 
Empress of Austria has also been or- 
dered by her physicians to try the. ef- 
fects of its mild. pure air. Th'erCrown 
Prince and Princess-, with their chil- 
dren, arrived yesterday at Rydo in a 
Gorman man-of-war, and drove to 
Sandown, on the oast coast, where 
throe or four villas have been taken 
for their accommodation. Osborno, 
tho Queon's marine* residence, is on 
the north side of tho island: i lll)lisfllu , (l 
But there is easy inland communicn,- ( rfgjg j- 
fcion by road botween Osborno and 
Sundown. The island is of . limited 
area, and its scenery, though very 
beautiful in many parts, is on a dim- 
inutivo scalo. The mildest climato 
known in England is to bo found hero, 
and in the sunvnior it is, to tho tasto of 
ordinary Britons, extremely hot. For 
this reason, however, it is at all times 
of the year a favorite resortof invalids. 
Sandown and Shanklin, in tho east, 
aro not quite so warm and olose in at- 
mosphero as Bonchurch and Vontnor, 
at the south-eastern anglo of tho 'is- 
land. Freshwater, at the south-west- 
ern extremity, is more opon and bree- 
zy, and much more quiet and secluded. 
The latter village is situated at tho foot 
of tho high, rolling down which 
stretches to the Needles — those three 
mysterious spikes of spectral chalk. 
Mr. Tennyson, the poet, has had a 
house bore for many years, which he 
has been at groat pains to hido from 
the curiosity of strangers. Tho house 
stands in an angle of a largo- mea- 
dow, which is enclosed in a dense 
fringe of trees, in some parts three or 
four deep, and bound together by a 
screen of impenetrable ivy and other 
climbing plants. ( . Tho poot has evi- 
dently devoted'hims'elf to tho cultiva- 
tion of this wall of foliage; and brush- 
wood and foliago are built up into a 
fence wherever there is any opening in 
tho trees. The house and grounds can 
be seon from tho top of an adjoining 
down; but this is not enough for eager 
admirers, who wish to see the poot, 
too. There are marks of adventurers 
climbing on the surrounding trees, 
and the contest between the bard and 
the curiouB people who como to study 
him is a standing joke in the village. 
As soon as June sets in Tennyson now 
retires from Fresh water to his new 
houso on the ridge of Bkckdowns, 
near Aldershot, whence ho, can, in 
clear weather, catch a glimpse of his 
old house by the aea. Tho Crown 
Princeis of Prussia has always been 
much attached to the Isle of Wight, 
whero sho spent a considerable part of 
her girlhood. She and her brothers 
and sisters used to own a model farm 
not far from Osborne, whero they did 
a groat deal of dairy work, and tho 
Princess has always had things from 
this farm sent over to hor in Germany. 
Tho Empress of Austria, who suffers 
from pulmonary weakness, will' proba- 
bly take up her quarters at Sandown. 
In another week or so; ■ -Ryde ' and 
Cowes, which are tho two groat yacht- 
ing stations, will begin to bo crowded. 
The Queen goes to Osborno very soon. 
Sho can drive for some eight miles on 
on her own estate, and is not much 
seen abroad. Those who go to Wliit- 
tingham expecting to seo her at church 
are doomed, to disappointment, for 
her pew is atone side of tho church, 
and she sits in a corner of it, screened 
from tho observation of the congrega- 
tion. She has also a private entrance 
by which sho enters unseen. — "Len- 
don Corr. N. Y. Times."

Death and Burial of Thos. West. 

A correspondent writes as follows con- 
cerning tho melancholy accident by which 
Thomas West, a young Englishman in 
tho employ of Mr. McLollan, was hurried 
into eternity: 

"Mr. McLollan and Mrs. McLollan 
■were at Langloy attending tho funeral of 
O. Allard, whon tho news of tho accidont 
arrived. At tho request of Mr. McLollan 
the steamer Onward", which happened to 
bo in port, was dispatched to Now West- 
minster for a surgeon— Mr. Innes, of 
Langloy, kindly volunteering to act as 
messongor. * * Upon arriving 

.... at tho camp lato at night Mr. McLollan 
found that a limb had entered tho man's 
side and his bowels had pushed out. Ono 
leg and arm and his shoulder were brok- 
en. Dr. Mclnnis arrived tho next morn- 
ing and rolioved, as far as possible, tho 
sufferings of tho dying man. He askod 
that tho iiiblo should bo read for him, 
and thero aro good Christian men in tho 
camp who read and prayed for him. Ho 
said bo was ready to dio, and a fow min- 
utes beforo six in tho evening he breathed 
his last without a groan or a struggle 
Tho poor follow had only been in euinp 
six days. He was 20 years old, quiet and 
well liked. Ho was prepared for burial, 
.. two of the men making a iiico collin. 
Mrs. McLclhm "gathered a bouquet 
from the garden and tho men gather- 
ed wild flowers in the woods to placo 
around him. At noon on Wednesday Mr 
Innis took his horses and wagon to con- 
vey tho remains to Langley, having sont 
a man oarly in tho morning to dig a grave 
and to ask the attendance of tho local 
minister thero. Some thirty of the men 
followed the body from tho camp to tho 
grave, a distance of eight milos, thus 
showing their last tribute of respect to 
the stranger who, far from home and 

■ kindrod, without a loving father's pre- 
sence or an affoctionato mother's hand to 
aooth h ib pain, had so sadly met his death 
in tho lonely wood. All tho inhabitants 
of Langloy went to the grave and the 
scene, as woll as the remarks of the Min- 
uter, wero very inqiressive. Many strong 

I men wept because of the sad ending of 
"one so oarly in lifo. His funeral sermon 
will bo preached hero on tho Prairio at 

> ■ 2 d'olock next Sunday." 

(i More Trouble Among " Men who go 
• down to tho Sea in Ships." 

Yeaterday afternoon the steamer Isabel 
left the harbor to tow tho ship Lady 
Clarendon to sea; but on reaching that 
vessel found that seven of the sailors re- 
fused to do duty. They were brought to 
tho Police Barracks and taken before 
Judge Pemborton, convicted of insubor- 
dination and sentenced to ten weeks' im- 
prisonment, contingent, however, upon 
tho Captain of tho Lady Clarendon ex- 
pressing a dosiro to tako them. The Cap- 
tain at once said ho would take the men. 
They were' thon handcuffed and marched 
back to tho steamer Isabel. Upon reach- 
ing tho deck o( that vessel one of tho^n 
told the captain that if he put to sea with 
them they would "make it hot" for him; 
another broke hi3 handcuffs and leaped 
from the bow of the Isabel to tho deck of 
the steamer Etta White from which ho 
leaped upon the wharf and sped like a 
deer towards Johnson street. He was 
followed closely by Superintendent 
Woollaoott and a threat to shoot brought 
him to a surrender and ho was taken back 
to gaol. While this was going on, two 
more of the men broko their handcuffs 
and either leaped overboard or slipped 
underneath tho wharf, whero, hidden 
among a maze of piles, they woro not 
discovered up to 3 lato hour last njght. 
The remaining live wero lodged in gaol, 
where, it is to be hoped, thoy will bo al- 
lowed to remain and ;vegetato for tha next 
ten weeks.

Morton, moved that tho report be receiv- 
ed and tho committeo discharged. 

Coun. Hayward said that he had made a 
synopsis of the balance of revenue remain- 
ing for collection, and it amounted to 
somowhoro about 20,000.

Furs belonging to Keillor 
woro thon sold by Hart, who took tho 
proceeds ($G00) and wont away to the 
other sido.

Hon. D. Eckstien, U. S. Consul, was 
called and testified that Hart told him 
that ho was going into business at Fort 
Wrangol. Hart also enquired of witnois 
With regard to duties on goods going to 
Fort Wrangel. 

E. B. Marvin was present whon the 
conversation took place between tho last 
witness and Hart and corroborated wit- 
ness' statement. 

Mr. H. S. Mason produced copies of 
affidavits mado by defendant in tho Su- 
premo Court to prove discrepancies. 

Mr. McCroight and Mr. Robertson ad- 
dressed tho Court, and the prisoner was 
called for trial.

I British Columbia and the 
Terms of Union 



(From ttt» Ottawa Tirnca.) 

Our Opposition contemporaries hftvo 
for some timo past been howling them- 
selves lioarso about tho action of Brit- 
ish Columbia and the courso its people, 
woro taking regarding the policy j of 
the Government with respect to the 
construction of the Pacific Railway. It 
is useless now to wait and inquire what 
motives inspirod this insane jublianey 
over a state of matters which, if we 
.wore to accopt their own authority, 
was likely to prove disastrous to the 
unity of the confederation. It iB not 
difficult to say what were not their mo- 
tives, howover. "We aro able to do- 
claie at once that they were uot patrio- 
tic, for patriotism would have oallod 
upon them, instead of being tho first 
to suggest such a catastrophe, to do 
what was in their power to reconcile 
tho conflicting interests, and use every 
effort in their power to prevent rather 
than to precipitate its occurrence. We 
have no need to refer to the history of 
tho past six months to prove tho oxactly 
opposite tendency of tho course both 
thoy and the party for whom they 
Epoa'k havo adopted. The loader of 
party, Sir John A. Macdonald, dot 
only suggested to the people of British 
Columbia the propriety of secession, 
but ho asserted publioly that he would 
not blame them if thoy went into an- 
nexation. At that timo wo had heard 
not a single word of dissatisfaction, 
and certainly none about secession or 
annexation. Now wo find tho Oppo- 
sition papers of Ontario and Quebec 
urging upon tho people of the Wostorn 
Province the terrible and intolerable 
nature of their grievances, and their 
confederates in Victoria quoting their 
articles from United States papers' in 
favour of annexation. And yet these 
are they who are so fond of parading 
their loyalty in people's faces and 
casting doubts upon the attachment of 
others to the British Throne. It is the 
old story of "stop thief." Theirs is tho 
loud, flaunting loyalty, which rinds 
copious expression in words, but has 
no existence in the heart — the lip loy- 
alty which always makes its professors 
the objects of secret suspicion illscon- 
coaled apprehension, and general dis- 
trust. Luckily, howover, their disloy- 
al and annexation sentiment*, conceal- 
ed though they have been under tho 
grab of tho Pharisee, find but small re- 
sponse from the citizens of the Pacific 
Province; misled though Borne of 
them have been into rather foolish 
manifestations of diappointment and 
rosentmont on account of imaginary 
ovils.and conjured up as these imogin- 
ary evils have been by tho "loyal" 
misrepresentations of the papers of 
the east. 

It may suit the purpose of tho Op- 
position to make a cat's paw of tho 
British Columbians in this matter for 
their own ends whatever those ends 
may bo; but the Columbians, whatever 
olso may bo their failings, are suffi- 
ciently shrewd to fully understand for 
what purpose they are being used. So 
long ago as tho 10th March last, the 
Victoria "Standard" contained tho fol- 
lowing paragraph on the very same 
subject: 

"The interest which suoh papers as 
the Toronto "Mail" and tho Ottawa 
"Citizen" take in the affairs of British 
Columbia, particularly such as come 
within tho purview of tho Dominion 
Government, would be very gratify- 
ing if it wero sincere, if it woro not dic- 
tated by a desire rather to engendor a 
spirit of hostility to tho present Ad- 
ministration than to subserve tho in- 
tereBts of this Bection of tho Dominion; 
but wo rogret to bo compelled to ox- 
press the conviction that our contem- 
poraries above named, and others of 
tho same political stripo, are actuated 
by no higher motivo than a dosiro to 
injure the Mackenzie Government not 
only in the estimation of tho poople 
of British Columbia, but of the Domin- 
ion as a whole, and, if possible, to res- 
tore tho lost fortunes of tho Chartor- 
Sollers." 

Tho "Standard," it is true, sounds 
its trumpet on a differont key now-a- 
days, but that does not tako away any 
of the force which attaches to its re- 
marks as quoted. In order to Bhow 
our readers that the change in the 
sentiments of the "Standard," brought 
about as they have been by causes per- 
sonal to those who control its utteran- 
ces indicate no change in the public 
sentiment to which at that date it gave 
expression^ we commend to them for 
consideration the following from the 
Victoria "Colonist" of the 1st of 
July : — 

"It is quite true that Opposition 
journals, notably tho Toronto "Mail," 
are making convulsive efforts to cast 
odium on the Dominion Administra- 
tions with this Provinco; but that is a 
stroko of party warfaro to bo expected 
to any event. Indeed it is question- 
able whether a satisfactory termina- 
tion of those negotiations would not 
have equally servod the purposes of 
the Opposition as a pretext for abusing 
tho party in powor. It is not, wo bog 
to assure tho innocent reader, that 
theso journals love British Columbia 
more, but because they love Macken- 
zie loss, that thoy havo for tho nonco 
constituted themselvos, par excellence, 
tho guardians of our rights." 

Will tho Opposition press give a 
corner to this paragraph , or to tho re- 
solutions passed by tho inhabitants of 
New Wostminstor and Yalo, which 
wo publish in another column? Tlioy 
will not — they daro not. To do so 
would bo to inform tho people that 
thoy have boon deliberately mislead- 
ing the.m ami misrepresenting tho feel- 
ings of the electors of British Colum- 
bia. As a matter of fact, tho poople 



over led into dping anything which 
would signify approval of tho senti- 
ments of the Tory press hero or the ac- 
tion of the Local Government' 'there; 
and<they.appeal to Mr. Mtiakcnzic and 
tho people of tho eastern Provinces ; to 
discriminate between tho popular vodoe 
and -tup gratuitous and ill-advisad ex- 
pression given by an infinitesimal por- 
tion of them; Tho' refusal of tho 
Walkom Government to accept the 
terms offered by Mr. Edgar, and their 
subsequent determination to appeal to 
tho Queen aro universally" condemned, 
and the people rightly complain that 
thoy have made the victims of a few de- 
signing politicians, who have manipu- 
lated the wires so that public senti- 
ment has boon altogether disregarded, 
as has also |the public good. 

It only' required timo and reflection 
to bring tho pepple of tho Pacific Pro- 
vince to an intelligent apprehension of 
the proposal submitted to them by tho 
Government through Mr. Edgar. Thoy 
now see in the intended visit of their 
Premier to England tt "fool's errand" 
of no common kind; but they seem 
pretty confidont|that Mr. Walkem has 
sot his mind upon having that little 
pleasure trip atfall risks, and they havo 
ceased to argue with him as to the 
propriety of the stop ho appears to be 
about to take. It is to bo hoped that 
tho bettor counsels which aro prevail- 
ing amongst tho people will extend to 
thoir rulers, and that they will ceaso 
to wage a war upon tho older portions 
of tho Dominion from which they can- 
not fail to retire|second best. 



Death of an.English. Ad- 
miral in Missouri 



[St. Joseph Horold, July 19.] 

The readers of the "Herald" will re- 
member that on Wednesday morning 
last wo published an account of the 
sudden death, at the Saunders House, 
of an elderly, gentleman who had re- 
gistered his name as "William Cham- 
bers, Lincoln, Neb." The gentleman 
was a largo, portly man about sixty- 
four years of ago, and, although plain- 
ly dressed, gave evidenco that he had 
occupiod no ordinary station in lifo. 
The body was taken charge of by Dr. 
Hugh Trevor, the Coroner, aud an in- 
quest held, the particulate of which 
havo already been given. On Thurs- 
day the man's trunk arrived, and was 
taken charge of by the Coroner. -' In it 
WaB found a lot of very ordinary clothing 
a number of letters and papers, and 
some photographs of a man dressed 
in the uniform of the British Navy; al- 
so somo visiting cards bearing, the 
name of "Sir William Wiseman, 58 
Belgravo road." Tho letters and pa- 
pers were, of courso, examined by Dr. 
Trevor, but no further than was abso- 
lutely necessary to ascertain the acts 
connected with the man's life and de- 
termine his own duty in the premises. 
Ono letter was from a son of the de- 
ceased, residing in Loudon, and was 
dated some timo back. It advised his 
father to under no circumstances per- 
mit his whereabouts to be known, as 
"the tradespeople were -clamorous." 
This was all of tho letter that was read, 
as Dr". Trevor finding it related to pri- 
vate matters, at ouco returned it to 
the envelope. Other letters nud pa- 
pers established clearly that the man 
was none other than Admiral Sir Wil- 
liam Wiseman, a man who once oc- 
cupied ono of tho highest positions in 
the English .Navy. Yesterday Mr.
